iThey hold that there is much that will be sidetracked, but are seem- 
ingly overlooking the fact that all legislation must be cut to fit the 
county bill, when it gets on the statute book. 
A new idea was sprung yesterday when Kupihca gave notice that 
one of tlie amendments which he would propose to the county measure 
.was the placing at the disposal of each county through the loan bill of 
a round million. 
The feature of appropriations 
also came up in the 
Senate when Senator Baldwin called attention to the fact that it would 
be unwise to go ahead with appropriations now that the county bill has 
not been considered, and nothing is certain as to the amounts which 
are to be laid out for the subdivisions. 
The emergency bill was passed along in the House and the Finance 
committee will be given an opportunity to take it up as soon as it is 
ready so that there may be a chance for the earning on of work which 
if now temporarily under suspension. 
The Senate did some hard hustling work and the outlook is that 
.when the special 
county committee, 
which 
was given 
five clays for 
consideration of its reports, gets that bill before the body, there will 
be nothing in the way of active progress.

HONOLULU-MANIL- 
A 
CABLE 
WILL BE COMPLETED EARLY 


MANILA, 
Feb. 11. 
A dispatch received by Pillsbury, Sutro and 
Lawrence, legal representatives 
in Manila of the Pacific 
Commercial 
Cable 
Company, announces that the cableship 
bearing the great line 
of wire that is to connect 
the Philippines with the United States will 
reach here May 
1. 
It was thought that the cableship 
would not reach here until later 
in the summer but such excellent progress was made on line between 
San Francisco and Honolulu that the whole plan of construction has 
been advanced by from thirty to sixty days. 
It was originally 
esti- 
mated that it would be Jul) 4 before the cable would be open between 
San Francisco and Manila and 
while 
the formal celebration 
of the 
event may not take place until that time 
it is believed the submarine 
telegraph line will be in w 01 king order many days before that date. 
Since Honolulu was connected bv cable with San Francisco there 
has been much speculation here just how the work would carried on 
between 
Hawaii, 
Guam, the Philippines and China. 
The 
Mackay 
Company 
has three great cableships in the service and all arc immense, 
.sjicedj and powerful vessels. 
It may be that one of the ships will 
lay the submarine wiie between Honolulu and Guam, that the vessel 
en loute here is laying the cable from Guam to Manila, and that the 
third ship will complete the line 
from Manila to China. 
Ut course 
tliis is onl) conjecture, for it may be that the cableship announced to 
arrive here May 
1 will begin the line from this end to Guam. 
Even 
in this case there would be little delay 
in the opening of the cable 
between 
Manila and the United States, because any of the vessels 
can 
laj cable at the rate of twelve knots an hour, according to which it 
will onh take fifteen das at the longest 
to connect Manila with Guam.

It came to nothing 
or, at 


least, it came to nothing so far as the House 
was 
concerned. 
The 


whole thing went over to allow the Maui members to trade some mem- 
ber of the Land Committee out of his job, and to a man without preju- 
dice it would seem that that might have been done in the first place. 
Then a resolution as full of dynamite as an egg is of meat was 
allowed to slip through before anybody 
discovered how dangerous it 
was 
hereupon the House 
suddenly 
awoke 
to what had been 
done 
and spent the balance of the morning session trying to get the obnoxious 
matter reconsidered and 
its consideration postponed without day. 
A 


lot of talk went to this, but it was done finally, and the House at noon 
adjourned for the day. 
The Senate did a good deal better. 
The upper house sat all day, 
and four measures were passed. 
One of these is the bill authorizing 
the Territory to issue bonds up to $5,000,000 
to meet necessary expen- 
ditures. 
Another is the bill appropriating $30,000 needed to pay the

In n series of complaints to the govern 
ment at Washington. 
They charge thnt 
ihoy 
were 
iniiuced 
by the planters' 
agents, in Cuba and in Ponce, 
to como 
to tho Hawaiian Islands uinlor several 
misrepresentations 
ns 
to 
conditions 
here. 
In the first place, they wero told 
thnt the work was not hard. 
Secondly, 
they 
worn 
given 
to 
understand 
that 
they 
would 
bo pild 
more than 
thev 
hae been paid 
Other alleged 
mlsrop-icsontntlo- 
wero 
to tho 
effect 
thnt 
thoy would be better housed, better fed, 
and generally bettor treated than they 
say that they have been. 
Ilesldes all this, they Bty that they 
hnvo been most cruelly treated bv tho 
ilunns 
on 
the 
plantations, 
dihen 
to 
work at unseemly hours and compelled 
to work without Bttfllclent food. 
More 
than 
that, 
the testimony 
of one man 
tnkon yesterday 
was to tho effect thnt 
himself and his wife nnd lltllo children 
vvro forced 
to work under the lash by 
Hie lima of the plantation 
upon which 
he vvns employed. 
The testimony 
of all tho complain- 
ants will be taken hero, and will then 
bo forwarded to tho olllco of the Com- 
missioner of Immlcratlon 
nt Washing- 
ton. 
Presumably, tho next step will bo 
to take the planters' side of the story. 
A great ninny labor cpeulmcnts hnvo 
been

The small farmer may, indeed, count 
upon raising vegetables, poultry, fruits, honey, hogs and dairy products 
for his own consumption and merelv 
casual sale, but his reliance must 
be on export products such as sisal, 
pineapples, 
high-grad- e 
vanilla beans, castor beans, couec (in case the bounty is granted), and 
limes. 
Every 
one of these products has proved its adaptability 
to 
Hawaiian soil and climate and has an open and permanent market on 
the coast. 
The experience of the editor of the Herald in cultivating vegetables 
is not, therefore, 
an argument against small farming in Hawaii.

Smnll farming on a large scale Is the 
plan proposed 
for Hawaii by II. W. 
S. 
Hdmunds, 
a recent urrlval 
In Honolulu 
from the Orient, where he has pomot-e- d 
Blmllar 
schemes. 
In brief Mr. 
Ed- 
munds proposes to organize a million 
dollar corporation which will take over 
home large tract 
of land and Induce 
American farmers to settle upon It, the 
company 
to finance the small farms 
until they nre productive, the land then 
to be turned over In fee simple 
to the 
settler. 
Negotiations, 
Mr. 
12dmunds 
mib, are already under way which may 
result 
In the conversion of U.e 
11,000 
ncre plantation 
of the Ilamalo 
Sugar 
Pi i. Into a scries of small farms 
"My plan 
Is simply this," said Mr. 
ndmunds 
yesterday. 
"The Idea 
Is 
to 
get pobsesslon 
of a large tract of land 
which can be dllded up Into a number 
of smail fauna, a centnii 
corporation 
to c vn 
th-- 
land and sell 
It on sn'ii'l 
Payments 
to white fanners 
who 
wish 
to make a start for themselves. 
The 
company 
Is to furnish the land, seed, 
tools, etc., and the land to be cultivated 
by the farmers on shared, the company 
furnishing the capital until the land is 
made profit beailng. 
"Several local 
men are Interested 
In 
the scheme and we expect to organise 
a company with a million dollnis capi- 
tal. 
Negotiations 
are under 
way 
for 
the acquisition 
of Kamalo plantation, 
and 
If that land can not be obtained 
we will try to get seme other similar 
tract Just as large. 
There are eleven 
thousand 
acres 
In the Kamalo traci. 
lt 
acquisition as also the acquisition 
of any other land will depend 
entirely 
upon Its suitability 
for our purposes. 
AVe are told there 
Is an abundance 
of 
water available and of course this Is n 
sine qua non. 
The products for the cul- 
tivation of which plantations 
would 
be 
established 
by us for parties 
decdilng 
same would 
be all long crops, such as 
tea, coffee, 
cocoa, vanilla, sisal hemp, 
bowstring hemp, Mauritius 
hemp, 
rub- 
ber, cocoanuts, dates, pineapples, limeo, 
etc., according to suitability of the land. 
"This proposition 
Is 
essentially 
for 
the white man, though in this country 
other nationalities 
will have to be em- 
ployed 
In bringing the land under

many white men here from the States
